Barry Goldwater has asked the 


Supreme Court to _ overturn an 
appeals court decision that Presi- 
dent Carter acted legally when he 
unilaterally served notice to terrmi- 
nate the Mutual Defense Treaty

In legal papers filed last week， 
the Arizona senator asked the high 
court to review the decisiomn that 
the President did not need con= 
gressional approval when he 
announced plans to end the 1954 
treaty With Taiwan as of Jan. 1 
1980， 

Earlier the appeals court said 
the President must have the power 
“to conduct our foreign policy in a 
rational and_ effective manner:
